The anticipations of Euro- 
pean war do no', seem lo bo m strong as they 
were when tho lust, mail lift, although the 
Sohleswig Holstein nihiirs lire still in a state 
oT complication, but strong hopes seem lo be 
entertained that maituru may yet ho smooth- 
ed down without recourse to arms. 

Tho German Diet has voted, by u amnll 
majority, that unless Denmark conceded its 
demands within threo days, ledi-ral BXecu- 
t on should issue iu Ilulsiein. The troops 
hive received their orders, and the Austrian 
corps of reserve was to start on the Uith 
Dec. The Courts of Prussia and Austria ap- 
prove tho execution, and have demanded 
extra ''credits'' from llioir Parliaments for the 
purpose of carrying it out, and Count Reeh- 
berg affirms, with Ilerr von Bismnrk, that 
the Treaty of 1852 was only signed unon 
conditions not yet i'uKillud. This view isre. 
aisled by the British Cabinet, but L>rd Wodo 
house has been despatched to Copenhagen 
to try and keep the peace, lie is a really ef- 
ficient man, and may succeed ; but (iotlm is 
organizing regular regiments of volunteers 
to assert Prince Frederick's claim lo Hcliles- 
WIB, and the rash voto of tho Diet may yet 
lead to a sudden collision. 

The British Government will not admit that 
the Governments which signed tho Treaty 
of May Sth, 1802, are entitled to talk o[ con- 
ditions which must bo fulfilled before they 
will 'ceep their word. At the same time, 
they have to caro for the interests of peace in 
Europe, and they have consequently advised 
tho Danish Government to withdraw, besides 
tho patent aflectinR Holstein, iho Conititutlbn 
iust signed by King Christian, and which, 
as the Germans say, incorporates Scbleswig. 
The Dunes say it does not ; but in either 
case, if the Constitution is withdrawn, Aus- 
tria and Prussia have no longer a locus standi, 
and must acknowledge Christian as King ol 
"all 1 ' tho dominions united tinder the Dunuh 
Crown. II in spite of this great concsssson 
they should still attack Denmark, England 
will have to decide whether an independent 
but weak nationality is not undergoing 
violent operations from without. 

Thu latest on this subject it Ifiom iho 
Monitcur ol Dec. 18th, which, speaking of 
the proclamation of I be King of Denmark re- 
calling soldiers on furlough, says : 

"Private despatches, however, continue to 
affirm that Denmark will not oppose in arma 
the Federal troop3 undertaking the execu- 
tion. She will only continue to occupy the 
tetfde'pont ol Kandsburg and Prederlckstadt, 
which ore upon Holstein territory."- fn the 
same paper we learn from Alton, Dec. lSih, 
that the statement that Horr von Hcheel- 
Plessen has beon summoned so Copenhagen 
is contradicted. 

It is said that tho superior officials in 
Holstein have been informed that every func 
tiooary should remain at his post, and should 
place himself at the disposal of thu Federal 
Com micsioners.

The Students of B rlin University 
have met and passed resolutions lavorablo lo 
iotert rencc. 

Vienna, December 10.— It is said that an 
extraordinary credit of l5,0UO,Ofl(i florins is 
to be asked 'by the Austrian government to 
meet tbc expenses of Scbleswig Holstein 

A regiment left Prague on the lOih for 
Holstein. 

The whole Austrian corps were to march 
on the 16th December. 

Lord John Russell has informed the Botha 
government that England will uphold Den- 
mark. 

The Prussian Committee have brought up 
to the House an address relusing the special 
supplies asked for the King to support his 
contingent to the Federal Execution m 
Schjeswig- Holstein, on the ground that 
Prussia is not adopting in the question of the 
Duchies the popular policy recommended by 
tho Ctomber, aud it seems certain that this 
address will be voted. Count Bisn.ark is 
said to have replied to the Commiltco that 
be was only waiting a suitable opportunity to 
break through tho treaty of 1852, but the 
Committee would not trust him, and assured 
the King that they do nut wish to press upon 
Denmark the fulfilment of tho compromise 
effected in 1851-2, but rather to sweep away 
that compromise altogether, lo restore the old 
theory of au indissoluble union between 
Scbleswig and Holstein, and to acknowledge 
the dynasty of the Duke of AugUflenburg. 

The loss of Egypt in grain and cotton is 
great, from the very high stale of the Nile, and 
now a murrain has appeared which has 
carried off an immense amount of cattle ; it 
is also stated that it affects horses, donkey* 
and camels ; large quantities ol gazelles have 
been found dead from the same cause. The 
Pasha ol Egypt is making every endeavor to 
remedy these disasters by the hire or steam- 
boats for tho purpose of introducing cattle 
from other countries to meet the great loss. 
There has been almost a crisis in money mat- 
ters Ibe vast drain upon England's re-ourees 
lor Egypt, India and. elsewhere has caused 
tho Bank to raise the ralo ol discount up to 
8 per cent; it was raised 2 per cent, in two 
days ; it slill remains at eight, though money 
is considerably easier.
